Squads in each guard unit were designated according to job function, 
as followss 

1# Squad (Druzyna Gospodarcza ) * Although the squad was to per* 
form all work and housekeeping duties within the guard unit, actually it 
performed regular line duties# There were two dog handlers (Przewodniki 
Psow) in the squad# 

2# Rifle Squad (Druzyna Fuzilierow), The rifle squad performed regular 
line duties* . .. . 

3* Guard Squad (Druzyna Wartownicza). Although the guard squad was to 
perform sentry and guard duties, actually, it performed regular line duties* 

4* Replacement Squad (Druzyna Poza Etatowa). Although the replacement
